Ferris. 
Waterw-Pierce an Adjunct 
Incidentally the relationship be­ 
tween the Standard Oil company of 
New' Jersey and the W aters-Pierce 
Oil com pany which is now being a t­ 
tacked in an ouster su it in the state 
of Texas, was established beyond 
question. According to the testim ony 
of Mr. Archbold, the stock of the 
W aters-Pierce corporation was dis­ 
tributed am ong 
th e 
stockholders 
bound in the tru st agreem ent o f 
1882 as an extra dividend when the 
tru st acquired th e controlling cor­ 
poration of W aters-Pierce & Co. and 
apportioned it to the control of the 
Standard Oil com pany of K entucky. 
Mr. Archbold was in the m idst of 
his n arrativ e of th e tru st agreem ent 
history when the noon recess was 
taken.

VIENNA, Via Frontier, Nov. 30.—* 
Despite official denials, no doubt re­ 
mains today that between 15,000 and 
20,000 Austrians were driven out of 
the interior of Herzegovina in Fri­ 
day’s clash between the Austrian and 
the rebel forces of the province, aid­ 
ed by bands of invaders from Mon­ 
tenegro and Servia.

pected. 
Martial Law for Bohemia. 
The Austrian government Is se­ 
riously considering today the advi­ 
sability of declaring Bohemia under 
martial law in order to put a check 
to the pro-Servian declaration of tho 
Czrehs. 
The activity of the Czrehs 
threatens to stir 
up 
a 
rebellion. 
Troops have already superseded the 
civil authorities at Prague.
